There was no shelter 
near, so they drove on. When a half a mile 
outeide of the town the fury of the storm 
increased, and Mr. Wheaton was temporarily 
blinded by a flash of Aghtning. As soon as 
he recovered from the shock he looked back 
and saw the boy lying prostrete in the road 
several yards from the wagon he had been 
driving. The horse was fummping with fear 
and trembling.

Wheaton turned again to his own horse 
and discovered that it, too, was dead. Spring- 
ing to the ground he ran to the side of the 
boy, to find him terribly burned and mangled.

THREAT OF A STRIKE. 


Committee to Ask That Alleged 
Discrimination Against 


the Union Cease at 


Conductors and motormen of the Union 
and the Consolidated Traction companies 
to the number of 800 last night cheered the 
passage of resolutions which may lead toa 
strike unless President John M. Roach agrees 
to their demands today. He was accused of 
violating agreements, and it was charged 
also that he wae discriminating against 
members of the Street Railway Men’s union. 

“Last Saturday I had a long talk with 
Mr. Roach,” said W. D. Mahon, President 
of the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employés, “and he promised me 
that our members would be reinstated, that 
he would have nothing to do with the so- 
called benevolent organization which was 
formed under his direction, and that he would 
refuse to allow that organization to use the 
barns of the company for meeting places. 
Four hours later this association had a 
meeting in the Western avenue barns, and 
it was anno that Mr. Roach would 
guarantee that every man who joined it 

would be insured for $580 upon payment of 
25 cents, provided he was not a member of 
the Amalgamated association.” 


Passed by Unanimous Vote. _ 

Then George Shouland, who acted as sec- 
retary of the meeting, which was held in 
Aurora Turner Hall, presented resolutions. 
There wasn’t a man in the hall who didn’t 
jump to his feet when President Larkin of, 
the local union called for a rising vote on the | 
passage of the resolutions, and it seemed as 
if every man joined the cry which went up 
when the call was made for an audible vote, 
The resolutions recite the agreement of May 
81 and continue: 

* Whereas, The companies are seeking to 
destroy our organization by establishing in 
opposition a so-called benevolent associa- 
tion, proof of this breach of the agreement 
is apparent. 

** First, the traction companies are allowing 
the so-called benevolent association to u 
their barns and walting-rooms ae recrui 
stations, - 

** Second, some of the superintendents and 
foremen ‘are urging the mem under their. 
supervision to join the opposition organiza- 
tion. 

“ Third— en new men are employed and 
start to work they are instructed by the 
foreman to remain away from the meetings 
of the Amalgamated association if they want 
to retain their positions, and they are in- 
formed also that if they want to retain their 
jobs with these companies they should join 
the so-called benevolent association; there- 
fore, be it | 

“ Resolved, That we, the members of Divis- | 
ion No. 241 of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Employés hereby de- 
nounce the so-called benevolent association 
as a scab organization, organized for the 
purpose of destroying the bona fide trades 
union, and do hereby demand that this vio- 
lation of our agreement cease, and we do 
instruct our officers to wait upon the officials 
of the said traction companies to request 
the same. We instruct, also, that should

Tlinois Files Its Bill 
Charging That Companies 
Are in an Unlawful 
‘Combination. 


ASKS RESTRAINING WRIT. 
Attorney General Hamlin Passes 
Through Chicago and Ex- 
plains Action Brought 
in Belleville. A 


H, J. Hamlin, Attorney General of Illinois, 
filed in Belleville yesterday the bill of injunc- 
tion seeking to restrain the insurance com- 
panies doing business in the State from op- 
erating under what he alleges to be a trust.. 
The Attorney General was in Chicago last 
evening on his way to Washington, and in 
speaking of the suit sald: 

“ The reason for beginning the sult was not 
the personal grievances of Nelson Morris, ag 
hag been charged by the men the action may 
hit, or of any other individual. It was be- 
cause proof has been submitted to me—proof 
jwhich ie absolutely convincing—that the 
companies have entered into a trust agree- 
ment whereby they not only have parceled 
out the insurance business to suit them- 
selves’ but in doing so have raised the rates 


out the State. 


Says He Is Sure of Facts. 
“There is no intention on my part to stop 
the operation of Boards of Underwriters In 
the various cities. That is a different mat- 
ter entirely. But the insurance men have 


formed a trust to control the insurance busi- 


ness, and by doing so are amenable to the 
law. Istudted the matter carefully and made 
sure of my fa¢ts before I filed the bill today. 

‘* The reason sult was brought in Belleville 
was that it was the most convenient place 
and gave promise of a quicker decision. Had 
I brought it in Chicago the trial in all prob- 
| ability would have been delayed longer than 
in St. Clair County. 

“The information I have shows that the 
State is divided by the Western Union, asthe 
combination is called, into several districts, 
St, Clair, Madison, and Clinton Counties 
form one district. The intention is to bring 
suits in the other Gistricts also after 


Belleville district.” | 
Charges Illegal Combination. 


County sets forth a long list of fire insurance 
companies doing business there and in Mad- 
ison and Clinton Counties, and declares that 
while formerly they competed among them- 
selves for business and severally fixed the 
rates of ingurance to be charged, now 
they have illegally combined together and 
employ one agent—M. F. Zent--who alone 
fixes the rates of insurance throughout the 
entire district, acting as the joint agent of 
all the companies, 

|. It Je charged that Zent not only fixes the 
rates, but determines thé amount of pre« 
miums to be paid and dictates all special pro- 
visions for insurance, -whereby all competi- 
tion in the business is abolished; also that 
any company disobeying Zent’s orders or 
evading the agreement is subject by the 
agreement to a fine of $1,000. 

An injunction is asked to testrain Zent 
from acting In the manner described and the 
companies complained of from continuing, 
their combination, 


Zent Silent; Others Talk, 

In leville last night Mr. Zent professed 
ignerance of the State's suit. He admitted 
being an insurance inspector, but under 
whose employ he refused to state. He would 
not. admit nor deny that an insurance trust 
existed and would not say whether or not he 
was employed to fix rates and provisions of 
all policies issued by companies in the West-_— 
ern union. ° 

Other insurance agents of Belleville, among 
them Arthur Neumeyer and F. A. Behymer, 
frankly admiitted that there was an “ insur- 
ance union,’’ of which Mr. Zent was the in- 
spector to whom they referred each policy. 
They said that Zent was empowered to fix 
all rates and provisions of policies and was 
the head of what is termed the reviewing 
board. 

Neumeyer and Behymer also admitted that 
under the compact there practically was no 
competition in the insurance business in the 
Belleville district, as the rates of all com- 
are the same. 


Prepare to Fight Back.

It has been shown by 
the files that the papers in question have 
not been in the files of General Miles’ office 
for the last six months. This fact appar- 
ently relieves the Lieutenant General from 
the imputation of having disclosed papers 
reflecting on the conduct of the army he 
commands.

Ohio Senator Concludes Argu- 
ment in Favor of South- 
ern Isthmian Route. 


DANGER IN VOLCANOES. 


clares Work Should Begin 
as Soon as Possible. 


Washington, D. C., June 6—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the isthmian canal 
bill, Mr. Hanna of Ohio continuing his argu- 
ment in support of the Panama Canal. The 
Ohio Senator declared no political considera- 
tions were involved in the canal problem. He 
presented the opinions of eighty-three ship 
masters and pilots in favor of the Panama 
route as against the Nicaragua route for 
many reasons which they cited. 

He urged that the construction of the, 
Nicaragua Canal was beset with unknown 
difficulties, while the ‘construction of the 
Panama Canal was “an open book.” He 
laid particular stress on the danger to the 
Nicaragua route from volcanoes and urged 
that it was not good business policy to ignore 
those dangers in a project involving an ex- 
penditure of $200,000,000. | 

Mr. Hanna discussed at length the en- 
gineering difficulties presented in the con- 
struction of the Bohno dam on the Panama 
route, maintaining that it was a feasible 
| project in the hands of modern skilled en- 
gineers. 

Criticises Testimony of Merry. 

Mr. Hanna criticised the testimony of Cap- 
tain Merry, United States Minister to Nica- 
ragua, who supported the Nicaragua route. 
He said Captain Merry was a stockholder 
in the Maritime Canal company, which, of 
course, wanted the Nicaragua route adopted. 
The Ohio Senator suggested that Captain 
Merry would better attend to his official 
duties and not interest himself in questions 
of this kind. | | 

As to the possibilities of danger from 
seismic disturbances, he thought it was prac- 
tically an even thing between the two routes. 
There was not enough danger along either 
route to deter the United States from build- 
ing the canal either in Nicaragua or Panama. 
He laid particular stress on the danger to 
the Nicaragua route from volcanoes. He 
quoted Professor Heilprin, the volcano ex- 
pert, as saying the region of Panama was 
not in danger from volcanic disturbance.

by seafaring men. | 

All of the mastere questioned had had ex- 
pertence in navigating the Suez, Manchester, 
and Kiel Canals. They were unanimous in 
favor of the Panama route for steamers 400 
feet long and twenty-five feet draft, provided 
both canals were in operation and weather 
and expense conditions were equal. From the

ARLINGTON SPEECH IS SCORED. 


Representative Richardson of Alabama 
Attacks the Utterances of Presi- 
dent on Memorial Day. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—General debate 
on the anti-anarchy bill closed today. The 
incident of the day was a speech by Mr. 
Richardson, an Alabama Democrat, con- 
demning the President for the references in 
his Memorial day oration at Arlington to the 
epithets applied to Linclon and Grant during

I say the proprieties of the occasion 
were violated when the President referred to 
what had been said about Lincoln in the heat 
of blood when men were aiming at each 
other’s lives."’ 

Mr. Littlefeld made an extended legal

} without qualification. He quoted many au- 
thorities and decisions in support of his con- 
tentions.

GIGANTIC CLOUD DARKENS FORT 
‘DE FRANCE. 


Detonations and Rumblings Continue 
for Nearly Three-Quarters of an 
) Hour, but No Stones or Ashes Fall 
Over the City—Renewed Activity on 
St. Vincent Causes Some Apprehen- 
sion—American Scientists Visit the 


Crater of Soufriere. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } - 

. FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, June 6— 
At 10:15 o’clock this morning Mont Pelee 
again broke out in eruption. A gigantic cloud 
darkened Fort de France. Its height could 
not be calculated. It extended toward the 
south. No ashes or stones fell here. The 
vyoleanic cloud traveled toward the south, 
although the other clouds were moving 
northward. Detonations and rumblings con- 
tinued until 11 o'clock. 

Simultaneously with the eruption of Mont 
Pelee the sea here receded for a considerable 
distance. The water did not flow back and 
reaume its normal depth for some time, 


Sea Recedes from St. Lucia. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CASTRIES, 8t. Lucia, B. W. L., June 6.— 
There wae apparently a serious eruption of 
Mont Pelee this morning. The eruption was 
hoticed here at 10:30 o'clock. The sea onthe 
coast here receded fifty feet. 

The steamer Eden, which has arrived here 
from Fort de France, reports that a further 
eruption of Mont Pelee occurred at 10:15 
o’clock this morning. An enormous column 
of smoke ascended from the volcano and 
passed to the eastward. The passengers on 
the Eden were panic-stricken. It was aa 
dark as pitch and the air was filled with 
dust. The Eden haé difficulty in finding the 
harbor here, owing to the obscuration. 

Other advices are to the effect that it was 
so dark in Dominica, St. Kitts, and Antigua 
today that it wae necessary to use lights. 


Americans Visit La Soufriere. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

KINGSTOWN, 8t. Vincent, B. W. I., June 
6—The party of American scientists who 
came here from Martinique after ex- 
amining Mont Pelee have visited the Sou- 
friere, the-volcano which has done such ex- 
tensive damage on this island. ‘They had 
great difficulty in ascending the,nountain. 
The lake that was formerly on the voleano 
has disappeared, and its site is now anabyss 

,000 feet deep. A new crater has formed, 

om which vapor is still ascending. 

The eruptions at Martinique seem to re- 
eve the St. Vincent volcano materially. 
Connection between the two volcanos is in- 
disputable, i 


| New Mexico Has a Volcano. 

Albuquerque, N. M., June. 6.—Dr. C. L. 
Herrick, former President of the New 
| Mexico University, and one of the most 
eminent geologists in the West; after care- 
fully examining the supposed volcano crater 
fitteen miles from Gallup, gives a descrip- 
tion of the locality, and says: 

** Here there is a fold and fault, which is 
interesting because of the metamorphosism 
that is going on. From cracks in the sand- 
gtone overlying the lignite there is issuing 
a constant stream of heated air, carbon 
Aioxide, sulphurous oxide, and vapor. 

‘The solfataric action may be attributed 
to the slow oxidation of shales: in the pres- 
ence of water. From this point eastward is 
a@ series of cracks that have been filled with 
jron and Mme, serving still further to show 
that along this fold and break water at one 
gime ascended.” 

Dr. Herrick does not believe there is any 
possibility of dangerous eruption from this 
crévice, 

Earthquake Felt at Sea. 

QUEENSTOWN, June 6.—On the arrival 
here today of the British ship Anaurus, from 
Portiand, Ore., on Jan. 3, its commander, 
Captain Henderson, reported that on May 9, 
at 10:30 p. m., in latitude 5 and longitude 43, 
a terrible vibration was felt throughout the 
vessel, the shocks making it appear as if the 
ship’> was bumping on rocks. At the same 
time the sea was violently agitated, and the 
crew was in a state of semi-panic. The 
phenomena lasted half a minute, It was 
not until after relating his experiences that 
Captain Henderson heard of the Martinique 
catastrophe. 

egro Orgies at Martinique. 

LONDON, June 6.—In connection with the 
Martinique disaster, letters which are arriv- 
ing here describe the negroes of that island 
as holding orgies, because the whites are 
all dead. The negroes say they have elected 
@ negro Governor, who countenances all 
excesses. Many of them are said to have 
enriched themselves by looting.

Empowered to Arrange for Pur- 
chase’ of Church Property

‘Washington, D. C., June 6.—Secretary Root 
‘today sent to the Philippine committees of 
the Senate and House copies of the instruc- 
tions given by him to Governor Taft for his 
guidance in dealing with the Vatican re- 
specting the acquisition by the United States 
of the friars’ lands in the Philippines. These 
instructions were exhibited yesterday by 
Governor Taft to the Vatican officials. The 
text is as follows: 

“*It is now apparent that Congress will 


| not have acted upon the Philippine commis- 
| slon’s recommendations regarding the pur- 
| chase of friars’ lands before the time of your . 
| eertare for Manila, which cannot be longer 


layed. You cannot, therefore, as we had 
hoped, now receive definite instructions, and 
proceed to take such steps, in the execution 
of specific authority from Congress, as should 
properly be taken before you return to Ma- 
nila.. The committees of both Houses have, 
however, reported favorably upon the com- 
mission’s recommendations, and it appears 
that Congress will confirm their ac- 

Gon. 

* You are accordingly authorized, in the 
course of your return journey to Manila, to 
visit Rome and there ascertain what church 
-authorities have the power to negotiate for 
.and determine upon a sale of the lands of the 
religious orders in the Philippine Islands, 
and if you find, as we are informed, that the 
officers of the church at Rome have such 
power and authority you will endeavor ta 
attain the results above indicated. 


Basis of the Negotiations. 


“Any negotiations which you may énter 
upon are always subject’ to granting of 
Power by Congress to follow the negotia- 
tions by binding action. In any conferences 
and negotiations you will bear in mind the 
following propositions,’ which are deemed 
to be fundamental, and which should be 
fully and frankly stated to the other side in 
the negotiations: 

“1. One of the controlling principles of 
our government is the complete separation 
of church and state, with the entire freedom 
of each from any control or Interference by 
the other. This principle is imperative 
wherever American jurisdiction extends, 
and no modification or shading thereof can 
be a subject of discussion. 

“2. It is necessary to deal now with the 
results of establishing a vernment con- 
trolled by this principle fn the Philippine 
Islands, which have for centuries been gov- 
erned under an; entirely different system. 
with church an@ state closely united, and 
having functions of the one exercised by 
agents of the other; where the church has 
long controlled and acted virtually as the 
agent of the state in the fleld of public in- 
struction and public charities, and has from 
time to time acquired large properties held 
by it or by its.subordinate corporations or 
‘officers for these public uses. A novel situ- 
ation has been created under which the ad- 
justment of means to ends ith ete to 
the former system entirely falls to produce 


| the intended result under the new system, 


and the separation of church and state re- 


rearrangement In the interests both of 
‘church and of state, and for the attainment 
of the great ends of civil government, of ed-

“8. By reason of the! separation the re-

“5. It is not, however, deemed to be for 
the ‘interests of the people of the Philippine 
Islands that in thus transforming wholly 
unproductive tracts of land into money cap- 
able of productive investment, a fund should 
thereby be created to be used for the at- 
tempted restoration ofthe friars to the 
parishes from which they are now separated, 
with the consequent disturbance of law and 
order.

Purely a Business Errand.

Cheers followed cheers when 
Mark Twain essayed to respond, 

It was several moments before he could be- . 
gin, but when he did it was to give an in- 
imitably humorous yet interestingly apropos 
address. 

The boat had reached its dock before the 
close of the speaking. Immediately on land- 
ing from the river trip of the French visitors 
the entire party took carriages for 684 Broad- 
way, the birthplace of Eugene Field. A flag 
hung in front of the house, a dingy three- 
story brick, hiding the tablet which friends 
of the poet have had erected. 


Unveils Eugene Field Memorial. 


Stepping fo the front of the little party, 
which soon’ began to assume proportions 
from the neighboring stores and houses, Mr. 
hc a took off his hat and spoke as fol- 
ows: 

“My friends: We are here, with rever 
ence and respect, to commemorate and en- 
shrine in memory the house where was born 
aman who, by his life, made bright the lives 
of all who knew. him, and by his lterary 
efforts cheered the thoughts of thousands 
who never knew him. I take pleasure in un- 
velling this tablet to Eugene Field.’’ 

As he concluded Mr. Clemens grasped the 
cords which held the flag, and with a tug 
detached {ft from its fastenings, revealing the 
tablet, on which was the following inscrtp- 
tion: 

‘‘Here was born Eugene Field, the poet. 
1850-1895.""

DROP HORSWELL 
OUT OF FACULTY. 
Biblical Institute Trustees 
Reject Professor’s Old Tes- 
tament Views. 


IGNORE PASTORS’ REPORT 
Accept Resignation in Spite of 
Recommendation to Re- 

tain Teacher, | 


Trustees of Garrett Biblical Institute yes- 
terday, in accepting the resignation of 
fessor Charles Horswell, went on record as 
opposing the liberal interpretation of the 
Old Testament. | 

A decision was reached after several dozen. 
stormy sessions in which the friends of the | 
professor fought for his retention on the fac- 
ulty. All of the meetings were secret, and 
— of the trustees will state how the vote 
. 

The action was in defiance of the wishes of 
twenty-six conferences of the Methodist 
Church, whose representatives two weeks 
ago investigated the teachings of the pro- 
fessors of the institute, indorsed them, and 
passed resolutions asking for Professor 
Horswell’s retention. The matter developed 
into a question of the trustees committing 
the school to the theory that the Old Testa- 
ment stories are allegories, or accepting the 
resignation, and the latter won. In the uni- 
versity community the decision of the 
trustees has caused a sensation. 


Indorsed by Clergymen. | 
The unanimous report of the ministers’ 


committee, which was submitted to the 


board, was as follows: 7 

“We recognize Godliness, learning, cour-. 
age, honesty, and devotement in the pro- 
fessors of Garrett Biblical Institute, not- 
withstanding they have been misunderstood 
and misrepresented under sensational head- 
lines and publicly assailed in inconsiderate 
speech. We find a genuine spiritual life per- 
vading the school. . We find an ardent appre- 
clation of the doctrinal attitude and prac- 
tical polity of our church maintained in their 
teaching. 

“We find these teachers, in the realm of 
higher criticism, maintaining a well defined 
antagonism to destructive criticiem and 
definitely teaching and urging their students 
to preach a clear, settled, and positive gospel, 
avoiding excursions into the realm of quibble 
and doubt. | 

Therefore, we sincerely express our 
shaken confidence in their faithfulness and 
ability and trust they will be continued in 
the important positions which they have so 
capably filled. 

“ Specifically, in view of the proffered rea- 
ignation of Professor Charles Horswell, we 
recommend that he be continued in the 
of Hebrew.” 


Statement by the Secretary. | 

Frank P. Crandon, Becretary of the board, 
last evening gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“ Professor Horswell has been an instruc- 
tor in the Garrett Biblical Institute for 
about thirteen years. He has been regurd- 
ed as an able and Inspiring teacher and has 
uniformly had the respect and confidence 
of the Board of Trustees. At sundry times 
complaint has been made to the trustees 
as to the character of his dectrinal teach- 
ing. These complaints have always been 
carefully examined, and, having been found 
to be without reasonable foundation, have 
been dismissed. In recent years no crit- 
icism concerning his teaching has come to 
the knowledge of the trustees. 

‘“‘It was presumed by the Board of Trus- 
tees that the reason for Professor Horswell’s 
resignation, although said reason has not 
been communicated to them, was personal 
to himself and was, of course, sufficient to 
justify his action. 

** Subsequent to the date of the resigna- 
tion’ certain methods and deliverances of 
Professor Horswell created a_ situation 
which, in the judgment of the. trustees, 
rendered, his further connection with the 
institute undesirable, and consequently his 
resignation was accepted.” 


Horswell Talks to His Class. 


Professor Horswell left for the East before 
the dectsion in his case was reached, and his 
opinion could not be learned last night. In 
announcing his decision to resign to one of 
his classes, however, he said: 

‘‘ Criticism of my teaching from Methodists 
outside the institute have led me to belleve 
I should no longer remain there. I have sent 
my resignation to President Little, and the 


Board of Trustees will act upon it.. If itis 
accepted I will take it that my teachings are 
opposed to the policy of the school. If it is 


not accepted the responsibility for my inter- 

pretation of the Old Testament will rest 

upon the trustees and not upon myeelf.” _ 
Views Indorsed by Little. 4 

President Little, who !s a warm friend 
of Professor Horswell, declares the latter’s 
teachings are sound. 

Dr. Milton 8S. Terry, whose teachings are 
said to be identical with those of Professgr 
Horswell, said last night the views of Mr. 
Horswell were in full accord with the pol- 
tey of the school and conservative in their 
nature.

ENTIRELY TOO ROMANTIC, 
Mr.. Major Overdoes It in Hise Second 
Novel 
“Dorothy Vernon of Haddon Hall,” by 
Charles Major (the Macmillan company), is 
a romantic—vastly too romantio—tale of the 
time of Elizabeth of England and Mary of 
Scotland. These two belligerent and eter- 
nally diverting ladies play no small part in 
the drama; for the’ novel is best described 
as @ sensational’ drama of the overpretty 
variety. The substitution of a pair of 
trousers for a broidered petticoat is sufficient 
G@eguise to enable the heroine to deceive 
her lover as to her identity; and he, when he 
has occasion to employ a similar ruse, has 
only to don a pair of falee whiskers to be 
utterly .unrecognizable by those who love 
him best. These methods are not favored in 
the present day, and Mr. Major presumes 
upon the credulity 6? even the most unin- 
tellectual novel-reading public when he ven- 
tures upenm such methods. The style of the 
book, the manner of discourse, and the gen- 


eral atmosphere ure not Elizabethan, and 
' were it not for the part Haddon Hall, the 
Queens, Leicester, and certain other his- 
torical characters play in the book it would 
be impossible, even by the greatest exten- 
sion of charity, to term it an historical noyel.

Beauty causes the mischief 
and love is unavailing to save the body. The 
style is marked and-quite in consonance with

reader. The halftone illustrations, which 
are numerous and well executed, really illus- 
trate and seem now and then to be the reason 
for the text rather than to have been chosen 
merely to illustrate a general principle. 
However, general principles are enunciated 
with a clearness and comprehension which 
shows the author to be weil read and in 
sympathy with his subject, which he has. 
treated much more technically, not than is 
to be desired, but than is generally expected 
of a non-professional writer on technical 


matters.

He believes in the individuality of the hu- 
man soul, and protests against the idea that 
children should suffer for the parents. That 
a child may incur physical suffering through 
the acts of, the father—moral or immoral 
acts—he admits. But this is nota visitation 
of justice, hé points out 

sons sufferings will be tie sanie 
whatever the intentions or motives of the 
father.” That a child should be expected to 
pay a father’s debts he refused to admit. 
Continuity of misfortune, prejudice, hate, 
he dendurites 48 a concession to the Vanity 
of inet, who desires to have his ideas and 


inquires: “Cah there be certair errors and 
falsehoods that we do well to keep alive?” 
It is hot, to his thinkitig, enough that an 
idea of belief should be harmless. He re- 
quires @ more scientific spirit, and one which 
will grasp the dim figuré of half-revealed 
truth rather than cling to that of a definitely 
formed error.

He finds justice to exist, not in nature; but 
in the heart of man. The acts of nature may 
or may not be just.

@ays: “Is this region not our own; are we 
not here in the best explored, best wn 
portion of our dominion; and is it not we who 
organize misery, we who spread it abroad a6 
arbitrarily, from the moral point of view, as 
fire and disease scatter destruction or suf- 
fering?’

Warning, are not the only elements tn our 
life, There are other and far more frequent 
cases when we have direct influence on the 
things and persons around us, and invést ’ 
‘these with our personality; cases where the 
forces of nature become instruménts for our 
‘thoughts, which, when unjust, will make im- 
proper tise of them, thereby calling forth re- 


aster. It is not in things, but in us, tha 
the justice of things resides.” |
